The result of yesterday's British Cabinet
Council seems to throw the dissolntion of
Parliament some distance in the future.  No
definite decision was reached, however, though
a positive declaration on the subject is prom-
ised by Mr. Balfour within a week. There is
at least a likelihood that the Conservatives will
bold on as long ns possible under the Septennial
Act, meantime forcing through and putting in
operation the liish Local-Government bill,
with the iutention of embarrassing Mr, Glad-
stone in The event of Liberal success at the
general elections.

- The police were visibly disturbed yesterday
by the Parkhurst mass-mecting, and especinlly
by the plain language of Dr. Parkhurst him-
_gelf, who backed up his charges with citations
from evidence in his possession, showing that
the police protect. instead of breaking up
‘viclous resorts. President Martin in particular
grew excited over these allegations, and thrust
them aside with a wave of his hand and the
aasertion that he did not believe the reports
of Dr. Parkhurst's agents. The fearless clergy-
‘man did not mention any names on Thursday
evening, but the probability that he may do
#0 at any moment must make a number of po-
lieemen tremble in their boots.

After practically monopolizing the time of
ihe House of Representatives for more than two
woeks, the Sundry Civil bill has been passed.
This is the measure which Holman and his col-

RECIPROCITY WIFH AUSTRIA,

The luarvison Administetion’s pow  diplo-
matic suecess in nezotiating a - Reciprocity
treaty with Anstria-Hungiry offers o practical
commentary upon Lord Salishury’s speech at
Mastings,  The importation of beet-sugar hom
that country was not large, being only S1.659,-
251 in 1800, when compared with $16.008,.224
from Germany ; but with the rata at which
the production of sugar is inereasing on the
European Continent the Imperial Government
was convineed that it must have the American
market epen for the swplus.  Aceordingly it
Lits consented in retum for the free market for
its sugar to admit the United States to all the
advantagzes of the Zollverein areangemoents re-
contly made with Germany, Beleinm and Jraly.
What American manufacturers obtain is a re-
duction of duties on a long and varied list of
produets.  The United States pow has all the
advantages of preferential or minimum tariff
vates in Germany, Franee and Austria-Tun-
gary.  The imported sugar supply has been
made the lever for opening three great En-
ropean markets for varions classes of manu-
factares and agricultural products,

England is unahble to enter into treaty en-
gazements of this kind in any quarter. It is
the diplomatic ally of Germany, Austria-Hun-
gary and Italy on the Continent, hut it cannot
secure admission to the Zollvercin, I eannot
negotiite a commercial treaty with Franee, and
it is powerless to make any preferential ar-
rangement with the United =tates,  As Lond
=aiishury has forcibly explained the situation,
there is o taviff leagoe against Bogland, and it
his neither armor nor weapons with which o
defond itself. 1t is foreed to remain an jidle
spectator, while one tariT nation after another
is dmproving its commercial relations and
driving good bargains for the world's trade.
[nder these circrmstaness, it 18 net strange
that Lord Salishury has reached the convietion
that Free Trade has been carried too far, and
that while devotion to the principles of Cobden
may be noble, it 15 not husinesshke.

The repeal of the sugar duties in England
and the United =tates illnstrates two methods
of cheapening foml.  In England sugar has

heen admitted to a free market uneonditionally |

from every quanter, The result has hoeen that
while the priee has been redineed no advantago
has heen taken of the Luge market offered in
the United Kingdom. Deet-suzar from  Hel
gium, Germany and Franee has been admitted
on terms of equality with cane-sugar from the
East and West Indies. Under Free Trde it
is impracticable for Biitish - mannfacturers to
obtain any concessions for theie expoits in
return for the imported suzar sappls,  The
United States has managed the lrisiness of re-
peal in a more practical way. The sugar snp-
ply has been cheapened, but o wide-reaching
series of commereinl coneessions hus been se-
cured for various classes of American eaports
from Brazil, the Spanish West Indics, the Brit-
ish West Indies, San Domingo, [Tawaii, teer-
many, France and Aostreia-Hungary,

H England had adopted thirty years ago the
Lounty system employed in termany, Austria-
Hungary, Belglum and France, it would have
had its own domestic supply of beet-sngar,
When wheat-farming and other great agri-
caltural industrics were ruined in the United
Kingdom by the adoption of Free Trade, it
would have been a wisze policy to introdoce a
substitute for them, and this the cultivation of
the sugar-beet would have been.  As this was
not done, England remained dependent upon
its foreign sugar supply ; and this has boen
managed in such & way that no commercial
treatios can be based upon it Germany, France
and Auvstiia-Huogary meanwhile have devel-
oped their sugar-making resources until there
is @ darge swplus for export: and they are
prepared to enter into advantageous treaties
with the nited States, where repeal of the
sugar duties is regolated by the businesslike
policy of Keeiproeity.

UNBECOMING SENSITIVENESS,

Why is this rage? A KRepresentative from
Ohio rises in his place and states that a great
nimber of eolored citizens have been deprived
of their suffrage in the Southern states.  Why
should the entire Demociatic mob in the Houso
get duto a condition of frenzy ? There is not
a solitary man among them all who does not
know that the statement is trne. Nearly all
of them habitually beast that in this way they
have ** beaten negro suflrage,” and they say it
is a proper thing to do, and absolutely neces-
sary, indeed, for the maintenance of civilized
society, 10t is, why shounld anvhody get angry
hecause the fact is mentioned that it s done ? 1
it is a decent thing to do, if it is really essential
to civilized society, why should these men rave
because somebody remarks that this necessary
thing has not been omitted ?

Of course, the world knows that the South-
ern Demociats want to suppress the colored
vote, and profess to think it an entirely right
thing to do, and yet are curionsly ashamed of
the deed and all its results, and do not want
anybudy to belivve that they actually do this
perfectiy right and necessary thing. Tell one
of them that the Republicans had actoally a
plurality of the popular vote in 1888, hecause
the vote of the South was not honestly cast
nor honestly eounted, and that fully a million
Republicans were thus deprived of suffrage or
of their rightful inffuence in the Government,
and he goes into spasms immediately. There
is no sense in this. If it is a proper thing, if
it is necessary for the maintenance of eciviliza-
tion, what occasion is there to he ashamed of
it ko lie about it, to get enraged like a mad
b &L with a red cloak before his eyes, when
anybody mentions it?

There were about 6,400,000 Republican
voters in this country who did vote or wanted
to vute for Benjamin Harrison in 1888, About
a million of them were robbed of that right,
some by rascally State laws enacted on pur-
pose to disfranchise them, others by terrorism
and threats of bodily harm, others by the frauds
and perjuries which transformed many theu-
sand Republican into Democratic votes in the
official count. To this great wrong, and to
this only, it is due that the last election resulted

in an apparent plurality for the Democratic

candidates, when in fact a frec vote honestly
counted would have shown a large Republican
plurality. But the Democerats seem to want the
plunder without the name of stealing.  They
want to get the tominal plurality without hav-
ing anyhody say ont lond that they have ob-
tained it by fraud and erime,  That is not fair.
If they get the swag, they should be content
with the name of thieves.

It is this robbery of a large share of the
voters at the South that a Republican in the
House took oceasion to mention on Wednesday,
At onee there was a bear-ganden.  Order van-
ished, men who eall themselves decent sud-
denly howled themselves hoarse, and a full
day of legislative time wias wasted. It is
hard to undesstand their object. When the
Democrats have stolen the vetes in eertain
States, driving away half the voters by frear of
assassination, and in frandulent retarns asset-
ing that the rest or most of theny vot i thee
ticket they did not vote, it does pot seem to
be of much uee to froth at the wmouth bhecanse
the cirenmstanees are mentionsd,  Republicans
of Northein sStates are entirely aware of the
facts. They have goietly made up their minds
to keep on votiug the Republican ticket on all
needful ceensions until the Southern Demociats
consent to have free and honest elections.  All
the world knows how the matter stands,  Nothe-
ing ean be gained by cetting angry about it
If the Democrats ever dare to hold an henest
clection at the South we shall see.  Until then
they might as well take it for granted that the
whole world knows their erime, and they might
profitably substitute o callons shamelessness for
an empty affectation of honesty,  1f they eall it
right to rob a million men of thew votes, let
them at least have the manliness to beliave as
if they thonght iv right.

A flight may be as glorious as a fight.  This
is o truth which history recognizes and which
poets have often embalmed in immortal verse.
The good news that was carried from Ghent
to Aix by a particular friend of Mr. Robert
Browning, though the bhard was cureful not to
divilge the nature of it, was extremely precious
and gratitying, and it conld not have been
communicated to those who needed it so badly
except for the sablime fortitude and zeal of o
horse and his rider.  Therefore their feat will
fire the hearts and erack the voices of rising
generations for conturies to come, Paul He-
vere gave the alarm to Middlesex in the most
agile and gallant manner, and the achievement
hus made his name as imperishable as the
caered endlish of the Massachnsetts State House,
Genoral  Sheridan’s  breakneck  gallop  from
Winchestor was a condition precedent to saving
the day at @ point some twenty miles from
where he sturted. and is therefore amply en-
titled to its distinetion.  Numerous illustra-
tions of the same character might be adduced,
but these will suffice,  Thers are great rewards
in store for those whe fleo at the right time and
in the right direction,

Hairbreadth escapes are also thrilling. Dy
devout persons they are usefully employod for
piotis purposes, and they may often be recount-
od even by the partics of the first part with
perfeet propricty merely to enliven a conversa-
tion. They duo not, however, as a rule lend
themselves with espeeial grace 1o the fabrica-
tion of hetoie verse.

Parkhiiest hns every reason to bo proud
uf the macnilicent demonstrution of the peo-
ple's respect for, and ecafidence in, him afford-
od by Thursday evening's mass-meeting., Judge
Arpous’s sipoin addressing ot 08 o jury was a
most felicitons mistake ;. for the andicpee was
a4 jury, comnposed of New York's best citizen-
hip s and by 1s enthusinsiie applatise of all the
telling potnte made, as well as by the splendid
ovation it gave to D, Parkburst, it reeorded
the opimion of the decent, law-abiding poople
ol the in tegord to the erusmle of the
vihiant elecgy man he entored  npon
that crusade hie has been the object of unspar-
g abwise sned mustepresentation. Not only his
methods, bt his motives, have been widely
called i guestion. That the eniminal and
vicions classes, and their more or Jess e
spectable’™ apologists, should bave taken poart
i this campaign against him was a thing to
be expectedd. Their only way of mecting his
terribile andictment was to blucken his vhar-
aeter, with the hope that he wonld soon denw
off in sheer disgnst and weariness, as so many
other reformers have done under simtlne e
UL s, But the greatest diftnlty  he
had to contend with was the Taet that many
eood men in the COMMNMITY, some of them his
personal fricids, cither jomed in the clamor
against him or refused to give him their sym-
pathy and countenanee. Most nen would have
taken theso surface indications of opposition
as evidenee of farluee, and would have ether
fulteved in their course or given up the fight.
But Chales HL Parkbuest is not that Kigd of
a i, e knew that be was on the right
track, and he helieved that the goold poople
of the metropolis were ready to back him up.
T mass-meeting proves, not only that he was
carteet o that helief, boat that he and his friends
had not begun to realize the strength of the
Alppont that the Communy Is l';l;,'l'r to give
to the movement started by him.

The quick responsiveness of the meeting was
one of the most suggestive things about it, as
showing that the movement has deeply stiveed
the heart of the peeple. The speeches were
eloguent and pungent, of conrse s hut elognent
and  pungent specches do not always evoke
sttch et nons approval as was given to those
delivered at this meeting, especiaily when they
relate to o purely moral gqoestion, 1t is evie
dent that the decent people of New-York be-
live De. Panlchinst s churges against the po-
e foree and Tawmany Hall, and, what mst
b most gratifying to bim, it s also evidont
that they mean to support him in his efforts
to bring about o reform.  But perhaps the chicf
vitlue of the meeting lies in the faet that it has
cleanly bronght ont the real issue nnderlyiog
Dr. Parkhorest's work.,  All extrancous ques-
tions as to ]Jil-l‘!i(‘ill:ll’ methods are now swept
adidde, aud the one great question of official
protection of erime is pressed home o the at-
tention of the public. That there has boen,
and is now, such a protection of eriminal and
vicions resorts, and of saloons swhich violate
the law, will not be denied Ly any intelligent
mwan.  The diffienlty bas not been in persnad-
ing people of this fact, but in getting them to
do anything about it.  Reformers have re-
peatedly arisen to denonnee the league between
city officials and the lawbreakers: but they
have always failed to penetrate the complacent
inertin of the community, and after a4 whila
